An estimated 16Vi million cubic 
yards of fiff will be needed to 
complete the $27 million Norfolk- 
Virginia Beach toll road and Inter- 
state 64.

Motor Fuel 
Tax Take Is 
Big Item 

RICHMOND — Virginia motor- 
ists now pay as much motor fuel 
taxes to the state in two days as 
were once paid in an entire year, 
according to a petroleum official. 

All-time collections of motor 
fuel taxes by the state of Vir- 
ginia reached 11,396,840,000 by 
tee end of 1903, according to O, 
G. Schneider, chairman of Vir- 
ginia Petroleum Industries. 

Basing his comments on fig- 
ures from the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads, Schneider pointed 
out that Virginia imposed its 
first gasoline tax on June 27, 1923 
at the rate of 8 cents a gallon. 
During the first full year of cot 
lections ,the tax brought into tee 
state treasury $3,197,000. 

"Comparison with today's fig- 
ures," he said "reveals tee heavy 
burden motorists are carrying. 
At the current rate of 7 cents a 
gallon, estimated motor fuel tax 
collections by this state for 1963 
were 007,733,000. 

"This means teat in only two 
days' time, we now pay as much 
motor fuel taxes to tee state as 
were once paid in an entire year," 
Schneider said. 

Motorists here, as in every 
state, also pay a federal gasoline 
tax of 4 cents a gallon, he added. 
Combined federal and state taxes 
on motor fuel cost vehicle own- 
ers attbss the United State $6.4- 
bfllionTn 1963— an all-time high. 

"Prom 1910— when Oregon 
levied tee -first state gasoline tax 
-through 1903, all tee states col- 
lected an estimated total of $58.6- 
billion. Federal motor fuel taxea 
since 1002 brought In another 
$21.0 billion," Schneider said. 
'The combined alMime biS for 
state and federal motor fuel taxes 
is $82.5 billion."

EXPERIMENTAL 
PROGRAM FOR 
EXOTIC CAME, FISH 

RICHMOND -» Some of the 
new birds and fish, for the moat 
part unknown to Virginia sports- 
men, which are being experirotnt- 
ally introduced into the Old Dothi- 
nin by the Game Commission are 
the subject of a feature article in 
the Apr!} issue of Virginia Wild- 
life magazine. Although the ulti- 
mate success of these Imports is 
far from certain as present, some 
of them may become standard 
fare for Virginia outdoorsmen 
within the next decade. 

Over 10,000 exotic game birds 
and about a million non-native 
fish have been released at appro- 
priate points in the stale on a 
carefully planned scientific basts. 
Nearly every major sector of the 
state has a potention for one or 
more of the species included in 
this program. 

Plans call for the release of 
large numbers of Iranian black- 
necked pheasants and blackneck- 
ringneck crosses during 1984 in 
selected sections of Piedmont Vir- 
ginia. These birds show the best 
promise of becoming established 
at present, partially due to the 
fact that sufficient time has elap- 
sed since early releases to eval- 
uate their potential. Japanese 
Green pheasants appear to be 
doing well In Tidewater section 
and additional releases are plan- 
ned for Northern Neck Counties 
during the coming year. 

Black Francolins are rather re- 
cent entries on the experimental 
list and Umitea' releases are plan- 
ned for the Northern Neck and 
the Eastern Shore. Approximately 
400 Kalij pheasants are contem- 
plated to bolster the original re- 
lease of this species in Giles Coun- 
ty. 

Virginia waters are a lso sched- 
uled to get their sprinkling of ex- 
otic fishes during the coming year. 
Lake trout have already been re- 
leased in Philpott Reservoir in 
hopes that they will grow faster 
and larger than the rainbow al- 
ready growing in lunker size in 
the lake's deep waters. Additional 
musky and northern pike fry are 
contemplated for the large south- 
side Virginia reservoirs. Biologists 
have hopes of rearing some north- 
erns' to fingerling size in Virginia 
haitcheries fox releases in soma of 
the site's smaller freshwater 
lakes which meet their habitat re- 
quirements.

ON|: place a generous num- 
ber of signs along the median 
strip of all four-lane thorough- 
fares that read: "SLOW THAFFJC 
KEEP RIGHT" and below that

TAIN SPEED tJ3OT OR MAXI- 
MUM SAFE SPEttr. Of course, 
no one is expected to maintain an 
unsafe speed in rain or mow, but 
when road conditions are dry and 
normal, there is no excuse for 
dawdling in the left lane. 

VfKh Put the accent on traf- 
fic law enforcement where it be- 
longs—on the alow, half^lert, pre- 
occupied driver who pays more 
attention to his or her passengers 
than to the very serious Job of 
driving an automobile on today's 
highway*. These are the real kil- 
lers. Yesterday's emphasis on the 
so<alled "speeder" is completely 
out of proportion today. Admit- 
tedly, we still have some "cow- 
boy" drivers who are deliberate 
speeders. But it is wrong to sim- 
ilarly label the alert capable dri- 
ver who wishes only to proce ed to 
bis destination at the maximum 
safe speed. 

THRU: Launch a campaign 
of driver education through news- 
paper, radio and television stress- 
ing toe fact that minimum speed 
laws will henceforth be enforced, 
and hammer home the necessity 
of maintaining a smooth traffic 
flow. A new attitude must fee in- 
culcated in a great many of our 
drivers. They must be made to 
understand that while speed is 
dangerous, excessive slowness on 
today's highways is pure murder. 

The left lane of a modern thor- 
oughfare is not the place for slow 
driving. When, by proper law en- 
forcement and official guidance, 
the dawdling, half-alert driver is 
shunted over to the right side of 
the road, our roads will experi- 
ence a new high in carrying ca- 
pacity, and a new low in traffic 
accidents.

M. Oberhofe, senior chief missile 
technician, added his name to the 
coveted National Rifle Associa- 
tion ro|e of Master Pistol Shots 
when he recently took top score 
in the outdoor pistol match at 
Marine Air Station, Cherry Point, 
North Carolina. 

Oberholz, an instructor in basic 
electronics at the Guided Missiles 
School here, scored a 83 out 100 
point average during the match 
January 16-10. The score was 
based on the aggregate of 2500 
for .the 50-yd. alow fire and 25-yd 
rapid fire of .22, .36 center fire, 
and .45 service pistols. 

The Navy Chief is also an NBA

The central area or 
heart of the city will be served by 
a trunk aewer extending through

year 1927 was an important one 
for Virginia Beach. In addition to 
the construction of the boardwalk 
and the Cavalier| the year mark- 
ed the opening of what has bo- 
come one of the city's oldest bus- 
iness firms; Fuel, Feed, and Build- 
ing Supplies Corp. 

At a time when there were few 
winter residents and the only 
stores and shoos were clustered 
together at 17th Street, Fuel, 
Feed began selling coal and live- 
stock feeds to Isrzners and resi- 
dents in the area. 

Coal was delivered by horse- 
cart in those days and the young 
firm served customers throughout 
Princes Anne County and along 



Cape. Deliveries down the beach 
had to be made at low tide. 

The business was founded by 
J. M. Jordan, Jr., W R. Asbbum, 
the late A. L. Fisher and the tete 
E. M> Hardy. Their original in- 
vestment totalled I 1,750. 

The shop stood at the corner of 
19th St and Pacific Ave. m It 
does today but was much smaller. 
Since then floor space alone has 
grown from a mere €00 square 
feet to approximately 55,000 
square feet of display, warehouse 
and yard facilities. 

The firm still u&m fuel end 
feed, but the horse drawn coal 
cart has been replaced by a fleet 



of fivelhoflern ot 
and the store now sells more bird 
seed in a month than it originally 
sold hi fknn feeds in a year. 

After its initial two years, the 
small but growing business found 
it was already too big" for the or- 
iginal site and another small re- 
tail store was opened on 17th St. 
as *he firm expanded into the 
hardware line. 

In about 1929, R. B, Taylor 
bought Aahburn's interest in the 
business. Since then, two of the 
original owners, Fisher and Hardy, 
have passed' away. 

The five sons of Taylor, Jordan 
and Fisher grow up with the store 
and today play an equal part in 
the management of (he firm

present building and moved every- 
thing under one roof. 

"We took on ourselves as a 
largo general store, and over the 
years we've offered just about 
any service the community has 
asked tor," Dawson Taylor says. 

The stone tries to fiH a wide 
variety of department store needs 
end carries a line of all build- 
ing supplies except lumber. 

Many of the items stocked re- 
flect changes and trends in buying 
habits, not just in the community 
but throughout the nation.

It was Benjamin Franklin who, 
with his usual diocerment, ob- 
served that , some folks think it 
will never* be good times until 
houses are tiled with pancakes. 
The thought probably came ti 
him after a Shrove Tuesday. As 
fit "as a pancake on Shrove Tues- 
day/' Shakespeare had previously 
said reminiscent ly and prophet- 
ically. 

Food historians have to go a 
long way back in exploring the 
origin of pancakes, the winning 
of pancake popularity, and, in 
particular, the pleasant associa- 
tion of pancakes with Shrove 
Tuesday. Our conscientious invest- 
igator is of the opinion thai pan- 
cakes came into being in the very 
early days because with the ap- 
proach of abstinence from meat 
hi Lent it became customary to 
use up all the drippings and lard 
in the making of pancakes ere 
Lent actually appeared. 

The Vicar of Wakefield's par- 
ishoners religiously ate pancakes 
at Shrovetide. There were others 
who, perhaps, thought more of 
food than ritual. 

John Taylor the English "Water 
Poet," calls attention in the first 
part of the 18th century to the 
Pancake Bell scheduled to be 
sounded from the church at 11 
o'clock on Shrove Tuesday morn- 
ing. Taylor didn't think much of 
Shrove Tuesday, or at least of 
the festal observances which bad 
grown up around the day, and 
he noted with distaste the sextons 
of the "Knavish" variety were 
willing* to ring the bell before 
nine. A long jingle sung in North- 
ampton began:

Onnt, whoae career hat en- 
compassed both light aad serious 
role*, ha* found thai comedy It 
the more demanding medium, tost 
k require* aurer timinf, a care- 
fully creatod and rigidly disci- 
plined technique. 

*<Even actor* are inclined to 

brush off a comedy perfcrrtnance,'' 
say* Grant. "Check toe list of 
wanedy pertormancea among the 
Academy Award winnar*, and 
you'll -find that <lramatic charao 
teriiaUons are in toe vast ma- 
jority. One of the demands of 
a good comedy performance is 
nuking k appear relaxed, spon- 
taneous and easy. If one doe* a 
good job people are only too in- 
clined te take toe results at face 
value, tea way, of course, this i* 
a compliment." 

In making '^Charade," opening 
Wednesday at the Beach Theater, 
Gary's role opposke Audrey Hep- 
burn is a mixture of tooth comedy 
and drama, and he found the f ri-

FROM THE 

UNIVERSITY 
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GETTING INTO COLLEGE 

The national concern about overcrowding in colleges and 
universities can be needlessly cfecouragmg to high school seniors, 
according to Dr. Marvin B. ferry Jr., dean of admissions at the 
University of Virginta. 

Ia a discussion over the University's Virginia Tape Network, 
Dean Perry explain* that some of the concern about overcrowding 
is due to tte belief among high school students that all colleges want 
the same type of individual. But, vritb the exception of good char- 
acter traits, which ail schools seek in applicants, this is not true. 

The numerous colleges and universities across the nation have 
varying programs to suit diverse purposes, and each seeks a different 
type of individual, the dean says. 

Because programs differ, students may do well at one coHege 
or university and not at another. Schools differ in what they teach 
and for what they prepare" a student, in the academic performance 
mey request of a student, and in whether they seek a student with 
specialized abilities or a more well-rounded student 

There are state and private colleges, religiously affiliated col- 
leges, military colleges, co-ed and non co-ed schools— and each of 
ftiese may call for a different type of student. 1 

It benefits a student to analyze what his particular abilities are, 
the dean comments. High school guidance counselors and a library 
which contains school catalogs can help a- student evaluate his 
abilities in choosing from the many programs available. 

Mentioning qualities which schools seek. Dean Perry says that 
all good colleges and universities are looking for students of integrity 
! who are unselfish and wUImg to use their ability. They took for 
| evidences of intellectual curiosity and emotional stability. 

Individual colleges and universities do have varying quotas on 
sex. rank in high school class, and the location from which a student 
comes, the clean explains. This is because they want a well-rounded 
class composed of dissimilar persons of different abilities and differ- 
ent social and economic backgrounds. 

The factors on a prospective student's record which are moat 
important, Dean Perry says, arc, in order of importance, 1 a strong 
academic record With good preparation In the fundamental disci- 
plines of English, writing, mathematics, and science; 2. the high 
school's recommendation, more intaortant than any other recom- 
mendation; 3. any entrance 
4- extra-curricular activities, a

Dredge Gets 
Council OK 



VIRGINIA BEACH — City 
Council voted Monday to appro- 
priate 9200,000 for the purchase 
of a dredge which could be used 
to keep Lynnhaven Inlet open to 
boat traffic and for other uses 
throughout H» city. 

Council also heard a complaint 
of vandalism at the Norwegian 
Lady monument from City Man- 
ager W. Russell Hatchett and an 
attack by councilman L. Stanley 
Hodges on 'trailer courts which he 
said were ignoring city or- 
dinances. 

Money for the dredge was ap- 
propriated following a request by 
Lynnhaven councilman James 
Darden, a member of a three-man 
committee appointed in recent 
weeks to study such a purpose. 

Darden said the dredge would 
be purchased from general funds 
from one of two parties who are 
bidding against each other for 
the sale. The 1200,000 would cov- 
er the cost and operation of the 
dredge until a fund could be set 
up for that purpose, Darden said. 

Hatchett told council that re- 
peated acts of vandalism at the 
Norwegian Lady site had made it 
necessary to mount the lights 
which illuminate the statue on 
top of poles to discourage the 
theft of the bulbs. 

"Many people have called my 
attention to the fact that the city

VIRGINIA BEACH — Charles 
Hardin of 312 35th St. may not 
be we Duke of Northumberland, 
but he and the Duke have at 
least one thing in common— both 
share a liking for the vanishing 
sound of the Northumbrian 
bagpipes. 

The Duke is able to satisfy his 
love for the traditional pipe tunes 
since he has his own official piper, 
Jack Armstrong, of Newcastle 
England, who plays for him on 
occasions.

Far Hardin it's been a bit more 
difficult, but a patient search has 
finally produced for Hardin a 
set of real Northumbrian pipes 
made by the Duke's own piper. 

Hardin, known to Virginia 
Beach residents through the Har- 
din School of Musk, is fascinated 
by unusual instruments. 

"Musk sounds best when it's 
played on the instrument it's 
written for," Hardin maintains. 
"For instance, pieSes written for 
harpsichord are more often 
played on piano these days but 
once you hear them on a harps- 
chord, it makes ill the difference 
in the world." 

The same holds true with bag- 
pipe music. 

"There were a number of com- 
posers, during the early 13th cen- 
tury who wrote for the musette 
or French bagpipe," Hardin ex- 
plains. "Later these pieces were 
adapted to the piano and other 
instruments and a type of dance

or musical composition evolved 
which was called a musette." 

Similar to the gavotte, these 
musettes were characterised by • 
structure like that of the earlier 
bagpipe musk. 

Hardin says he has always 
wanted to hear some of the pieces 
written for musette played on 
pipes rather than piano. 

He possesses a copy of what he 
says is the only piece written for 
pipes and hurdy-gurdy, written 
by Leopold Mozart whose cele- 
brated son did rather well with 
more conventional orchestration. 

Hardin hopes to some day pre- 
sent the piece for the first time in 
this country and has even ordered 
a hurdy-gurdy from a maker of 
musical rarities in Atlanta, Ga. 

"Finding a set of bagpipes 
wasn't as easy," according to 
Hardin. "I had to have what are 
called 'the small pipes' like the 
musette or Northumbrian pipes, 
which can be played indoors. So 
far as I know, the only other set 
of Northumbrian pipes in the 
United States are owned by Burl 
Ives. 

The Northumbrian bagpipes are 
filled by air from a small bellows 
worn under one arm, while the 
piper holds the bag itself under 
the other arm. 

They are not as loud as the 
more faniiliar Scottish pipes and 
possess a greater range and a 
much sweeter tone. 

According to Hardin, pipes 
were played in Northumberland 



(in the north- of England) before 
they crossed the border to be- 
come popular in neighboring 
Scotland 

Hardin wrote to the British 
Embassy in hopes of locating 
somebody who made the small 
pipes. The embassy contacted the 
British Board of Trade who, in 
turn, put Hardin in contact with 
Armstrong, the last surviving 
maker of the pipes. 

Armstrong agreed to make 
Hardin a set of the pipes but when 
Hardin received them mat June 
they were damaged and had to 
be returned. Three weeks ago 
Armstrong sent them to Hardin 
ag*'n this tune taking no chances 
— they were delivered to New 
York by an importer making 
the trip and Hardin flew north to 
pkk them up. 

Now that Hardin has his pipes, 
he's faced with the even more 
difficult problem of mastering 
the instrument. 

Armstrong sent tape recorded 
instructions which should help, 
but so far Hardin has found the 
tape easy to listen to but difficult 
to emulate. He plans to spend 
two weeks in Northumberland 
next June, studying the pipes 
under Armstrong himself. 

But even if Hardin becomes an 
expert piper, he's not likely to 
ever hear the sound he's looking 
for coming out of his own pipes. 

"A set of pipes isnt really bro- 
ken in until It's 80 to 100 years 
old," he comments sadly.

State Travel 
Increase Noted 



RICHMOND — A State High- 
way Department survey shows 
travel on Virginia's primary and 
Intsrestate systems mcreasad by 
more than five par cant in the last 

fiscal year— one of the biggest 
jumps since World War D. 

According to the Department's 
tabulations an average of 

24,209,677 miles were driven 
every day in the 12 month period 
ending last June 30. 

The state's 1330,000 passenger 
cars, which accounted for 80 per 
cent of all travel on Virginia high- 
ways, showed a 5.9 travel increase 
while out-of-state passenger car 
travel jumped 5 per cent 

Fairfax County registered the 
most vehicle miles of travel for 
the counties although Arlington 
County was; the most congested 
because the number of vehicle 
miles of travel were on fewer 
miles of road. Henrico County 
was second to Fairfax in vehicle 
miles of travel. Chesterfield was 
third and Arlington fourth. 

Charles City County had the 
lowest vehicle mites of travel 
with 30,356 miles per day. 

U.S. Route 1 continued to be 
the most heavily traveled through 
highway in the state and U.S. II 
the second. Interstate highways 
are being built in the corridors of 
both of these major routes and 
when completed will drain off 
some of the congestion; however, 
historic trends have shown that 
new traffic on the older roads 
soon replaces the drain-off and 
necessitates other improvements. 
While U.S. 1 had only 2.24 per 
cent of the primary system mite- 
age, it carried 7.88 per cent of 
all primary system traffic during 
the year. 

The annual traffic tabulation 
with various graphs,* and tables is 
available at the Highway Depart- 
ment at a nominal price.

Tbii it the time for a hard look at the record of Congren for 
196), the unfinished buiinen for 1964, and the basic role of 
Congress in our Nation. 

The record of the first session of the 88th 

Congress was far from perfect. I have been 

outspoken in expressing my view that Congress 

should have completed action on several major 

■ problems which are still pending. 

But the excessive criticism of Congress in 

I recent months has not been reasonable. This 

was not a "do-nothing" Congress. Those who 

use that phrase should be reminded of the 

following: 

► After * long and responsible debate, the 
Senate approved ratification of the treaty ban- 
ning nuclear weapons testing in 




the atmosphere— the most aig 
nificant step in the field of dis 
armament and peace since the 
end of World War II. 

► Congress completed action 
in the final days of the fine ses- 
sion o* the most comprehensive 
sid-to-education program in his- 
tory— -including a loan and grant 
program to higher education, a 
program of aid to vocational 
and technical schools, and ex- 
pansion of both the National 
Defense Education Act and the 
Aid to Impacted Area schools 
programs. 

► Congren also sent to the 
President for his signature these 
major programs: i new Mental 
Health program, Aid to Medical 
Schools, legislation which set- 
tled the rail dispute, and a new 
and effective feed grains pro- 
gram. 

Above all, the critics should 
be reminded that the 88th Con- 
gress lasts f*» vein. We ere 
half way through the time We 
have to do the work of the 18th 
Congress. And we ere more 
than half wey through the work 
which must be done on other 
major programs. 

My bill to establish e Youth 
Conservation Corps (the Youth 
Employment Act) »* an ex- 
ample. It has already been ap- 
proved overwhelmingly by the 
Senate, end was voted out of 
the House Committee on Edu- 



cation and Labor, It now re- 
quires action by the House 
Rules Committee and a vote by 
the House of Representatives. 

The major challenges to Con- 
gress for 1964 — during the 
second session of. the 88 th Con- 
gress — were initiated by Presi- 
dent Kennedy and were reaf- 
firmed as goals by President 
Johnson. 

The first — the civil rights 
program— is a moral responsi- 
bility for the Nation and for 
Congress. The letters pouring 
into my office and into other 
congressional offices call for ac- 
tion on this program as "a fit- 
ting memorial to the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy." President John- 
son is deeply committed to this 
program. 

The second— legislation to re- 
duce taxes — is a fitctX responsi- 
bility for Congress and the gov- 
ernment. This tax legislation 
is essential to give new thrust 
to the economy, to strengthen 
the base of our prosperity, and 
to create new jobs for the un- 
employed. 

These are lust a few of the 
goals of the 88 th Congress. 
They were conceived as tools to 
strengthen America, by Presi- 
dent John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 
They will be forged into action 
and reality in 1964, through the 
challenges and the leadership of 
President Lyndon B. Johnson.

The decision to terminate the 
Institute of Rural Affairs, which 
annually has drawn hundreds of 
fanners and homemakers to the 
the campus, was made only after 
careful study and consultation 
with many profaaaional and lay 
leaders In Virginia.

Selection of vegetable varieties 
grown for processing is very im- 
portant.

A very 
curly or savoyed leaf spinach, for 
example, is attractive in the pro- 
duce counter at the market, but 
for processing it would be almost 
impossible to wash out all the 
sand. Few things are more irri- 
tating then trying to eat sandy 
spinach. 

Plant breeders ale constantly 
producing new and unproved var- 
ieties of vegetables. They meet 
some specialized need better than 
any previously available variety. 
Vegetable varieties which have 
commercial processing potential 
in Virginia are tested in prscess- 
ing variety trials. VPI researchers 
have been intensively testing to- 
mato and sweet potato varieties.

For young men, It's harder to get any job at 
all in an office, but it is still possible to become 
a shipping clerk or a mail boy, and although 
things aren't exactly as Horatio Alger would have 
liked them, records prove that many a vice-presi- 
dent started that way. It undoubtedly is harder to 
rise from the ranks than it used to be, because 
of the insistence en diplomas, but one would be 
brash, indeed, to predict that none of the hungry 
young men in mail rooms today will ever get tint 
vast expanse of carpet everybody seems to yearn 

for so much. 
Ei^ifcc^pc«tiomintheirbuwtaesseventuaUy 

decided to require college diplomas of everyone, 
including elevator operators, all would not he tost 
for the bright young man who wanted a career in 
business. A good salesman is always in demand, 
and if amen has the guts and intelligence to start 
his own business, he never has to-fifl out personnel 
forms. After knowing a good many men who have 
spent their lives as employees of big corporations, 
never having any i nd ependen c e or real freedom, 
no matter how much money they make, I cant 
w ^ f * T farf why more people don't start when they 
are young to build some tiny empire of their own. 
If a youngster had, say, $8,000 set aside for 
college and had no real urteilectual bent he might 
be wise to work in stores for a few years and save 
his money for the day he can open a small estab- 
lishment with his own name on the door. The day 
of smaU business is fortunately not entirely gone 
in America. Small grocery stores may be giving 
way to super markets, but in every town there 
are men who are fully in charge of their own op- 
erations and who make a comfortable living at it 
I, for one, would rather run a successful garage 
or shoe store in a pleasant suburb than to get be- 
bound for an office every morning, 
with my stomach aching in preparation for the 
latest crunch of company politics. 



The lack of a college diploma is less and less 
of a handicap as a man grows older, if be can find 
a way to prove himself when he is young. Nobody 
cares what a 30-year-old'5 education has been, 
if he has a record of accomplishment of any kind. 
In trying to find a way to prove himself, a young- 
ster without a diploma has the advantage of being 
a little more hungry than others, a little less smug; 
a little less convinced that good things will come 
to him without much effort The same is true in a 
man's intellectual life. AH too many college grad- 
uates acquire the curious notion that their diploma 
is a certificate proving that they are educated and, 
therefore, don't have to work at self-education for 
the rest of their life. . 

It is common to meet college graduates who 
read little but the sports page but who are sure 
that their opinions on literature, politics, and the 
arts are important because they've got a good 
education, and they can prove it with a sheet of 
« fr««i«i»H sheepskin, often written in Latin, winch 
they can't understand. Anyone who bothers to read 
even five or six good books a year will be far better 
educated when he is 30 than a college graduate 
who stops trying, and a person who uses his local 
library will scon find it hard to regret his lack of a 
diploma. He will be simply too wise to attach false 

value to a piece of paper. 

ALL this, of counts, does not contradict die 
fact that college is necessary for many kinds 
of training, helpful in many more kinds, and at 
least enjoyable for the thousands who learn hardly 
anything at all. Colleges are/fine institutions and 
among the proudest inventions of mankind, but 
things are getting a little out of hand when young- 
sters start to feel that if they don't go to them, all is 
tost. The human spirit is, at its best, invincible, and 
a bright boy or girl remains bright with or without 
a college degree. 

Colleges help a tot of people, but there are 
many roads that lead to the promised land.

Welcome 

Industry? 

As you watch your taxes doubling and tripling, are you 
J\ becoming resigned to what one commentator calls 
"cohabitation with industry"? 

Granted, industry nowadays does not have to mean noise 
and smog and fuming chimneys. We are all familiar with 
the. industrial park that "looks like an art museum, sounds 
like a symphony orchestra, and smells like Chanel No. 5." 
Even so, is your town going to put up with h? And possibly 
even welcome the presence of brisk commercial traffic--- 
and the additional revenue— where there used to be only 
the plain-living quiet of a country field? 

Whan we explored this question with a Round Table of 
suburban editors and publishers, we got every kind of re- 
sponse from icy rejection to eager approval. 

Excelsior, Minnesota, reports on the one hand; "We 
have no industry here, and we want none of any kind," 

Pasadena, Texas, boldly proclaims: "The is an industrial 
suburb. Every aspect of our community life is geared to 
the needs of the industrial worker." 

Between these extremes, we found every sort of arjproach. 

Take zoning restrictions, for example. Patos Verdes, Cali- 
fornia, has just one type of industrial zoning— "the tightest 
in Los Angeles County." It is cafled SRAD (Scientific Re- 
search and Development). Only one firm has accepted the 
austere restraints: Activities are limited to mfe&ff. 

Outside Atlanta, De Kalb County, Georgia, has— and we 
quote— "some of the most effective, dynamic, and expand- 
ing industry anywhere in the nation. There is a major auto- 
mobile assembly plant of General Motors, a regional Chev- 
rolet-parts depot, and many varied iiM*stiies--$ta|er Sew- 
ing Machine, American Cyanamid, Eastman Kodak, and 

many others." 

The industries have come, but in other "zones" the graces 
remain. Business expansion b definitely encouraged, but 
there arc strict lav* to protect the town*! character and keep 
space for quiet byways and pleasant houses, for swimming 
pools and mocking birds and irtagnolias, as well as for lathes 
and presses and parking tots. 

By contrast, we hear from Macomb County, Michigan, 
in the Detroit metropolitan area, that its zoning codes 
are apt to prove "flexible by amendment** when a city coun- 
cil fears the toss of some destaabk prospect to a neighbor- 




ing community. (Industry-happy Pasadena, above men- 
tioned, just laughs and laughs—and makes jutnmnt daim 
to being one of the biggest cities in the U.S. having no zon- 
ing refutations of any kind.) 

The ease for industry is plainly stated by Mountain Lakes, 
New Jersey: ''Our generally favorable attitude toward in- 
dustry nowadays is bom of the realization that $20,000 
homes on V4-acre tots cost us more in services and educa- 
tion than they pay in taxes." 

Industry, on the contrary, produces more tax revenue— 
in some cases a great deal more— than it requires in serv- 
ices, fadustrial property is likely to have a high assessed 
valuation and to tajelup relatively little space compared 
with the taxes paid; in contrast to the wide dispersion of 
residential properties. For instance: a generating plant, at 
Mirford, Connecticut, with a 50-family education toad pays 
taxes on a $30,000,000 valuation—- $600,000 per family, a 
valuation matched by few suburban residences indeed! 
One of two new plants locating this year in Trenton, Michi- 
gan, will add $1,000,000 extra school-tax revenue. (Tren- 
ton now has the third highest per capita tax intake in the 
state.) At a new industrial park at Snrithtown, New York, 
the planned investment in buildings is $40,000,000— "a 
big boost fat tax revenue both Jor the town and the adjacent 
school districts." 

The advantages to the suburban community of having 
a reasonable number of industrial taxpayers are only 
one side of the story, of course. There must be economic 
advantages to industry in seeking suburban locations, or 
they wouk) not be sought. 

The search for more space at reasonable cost is perhaps 
the most important of the urges that brings industry out 
from the city. Modern industrial processes emphasi rr a 
straight-line flow of materials along a single leveL Often in ' 
building a new factory st is necessary to plan the complete 
processing layout first, and than build the factory around 
the process. Enough additional ground space to permit fu- 
ture fffptfttV"* b usually sought at wel. Since mat kind of 
space is rarely avertable in cities any more, industry is mov- 
ing out, with the further result that workers must often come 
considerable distances to their jobs, whsch in today's terms 
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Obviously, local

Another requirement of modem 
industry is research, experiment, 
test, and evaluation. New indus- 
trial laboratories to meet this need 
hare tended to seek suburban lo- 
cations became tfiey are welcome 
there, relative to omer types of in- 
dustry, and because such locations 
are favored by the scientists, who 
are the key personnel. Central and 
regional offices of taps corpora- 
tions also Sod suburban location* 
congenial and convenient 

Even the United States govern- 
ment gets into the picture. A fe* 
eyebrows were rated ia Chamblee, 
Georgia, when the Regional Cen- 
ter of the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice moved in, bringing carloads of 
data-processing equipment and 
hundreds of new workers to house. 
But as a focal point of the Atlanta 
metropolitan area, Chambke takes 
Pride in its careful planning for the 
■cconnnodatioa of sew enterprise*, 
and now town and Center are get- 
tingatong-veryhnnffif^ 

But before toe welcome mat 
goes out in a congenial, convenient 
location such at Chambfce, the 
civic authorities must still consider 
.J* views and attitudes of dig peo- 
l^e who came mere to And, not 
promising industrial oerelopmenu, 
but open space where they could 
enjoy we. It is stifl the exception 
when a suburban community goes 
■ter new industry, regardless of 
type, and die local zoning laws are 
made in order to spell out what 



is acceptable and what is not, 
sometimes in general terms but of- 
ten in minute detail. Some zoning 
codes limply state what types of 
industry are forbidden — usually 
barring odors, smoke and other 
forms of air pollution, noise, and 
alto in some cases heavy addi- 
tional motor traffic. Other codes 
prescribe precisely what types of 
industry (down to products and 
methods) may be admitted. Zon- 
ing is also used, of course, to con- 
trol the quality of residential 
properties; in connection with in- 
dustry there is some suggestion 
that zoning limitations on low-cost 
housing may be intended to induce 
low-income workers to live else- 
where, thus "having the industrial 
tax revenue for ourselves and let- 
ting some other town educate the 
workers' children." 

Hopkins, Minnesota, offers an 
interesting example of the 
best of both worlds. Hopkins has 
some rather choice industries— "we 
• encourage 'em, fight for 'em, and 
generally do everything we can to 
help them grow." The industries 
located in Hopkins actually have 
more workers than the total resi- 
dent population of the town; most 
of these workers live elsewhere. 
Hopkins also has a flourishing re- 
tail trade— industry pays one-third 
of Hopkins' tax bill, the retail 
community another third. Money 
is therefore available to finance an 
elaborate parking system, which 
serves the "commuting*' workers.

In addition to this two million 
dollars, another unallocated item 
of seven million dollars of Gen- 
eral Fund money appears In the 
budget The purpose of this item 
is to provide money to carry for- 
ward through the next biennium 
a large number of upward salary 
revisions being made by the Gov- 
ernor In other classified positions 
ictint almost every institution 
and agency of the State govern- 
When the afloeation of the two 
items is taken into account, the 
result is that the total increase 
provided for our institutions of 
higher learning for the net bien- 
nium is seen to be 20.7%. 

,The effect of this 'for specific 
institutions hi to provide them 
with considerably more funds for 
maintenance and operation for 
the next two years than is shown 
in the. budget document under 
the heading of that specific 
institution. 

For example, when these addi- 
tional funds are taken into ac- 
count, the General fund increase 
for maintenance and operation 
of RIM, one of our fast growing 
institutions, is shown to be 00.1%. 
The income for William and 
Mary is 312%, and for Old Do- 
minion College, Norfolk, 34.5%. 
These are substantial and signifi- 
cant increases and clearly reflect 
the great effort being made by 
the Coinmonweatth to meat its 
responsibilities in tins vital area 
of State responsibility.

RICHMOND — . A somewhat reluctant compromise has 

in the General Assembly on both of the major issues before 

James River dredging problem and a highway financing plan. 

They have been the most troublesome problems of the session. 
Bet compromise U in the air, and there doesn't appear to be much 
of a mood for a fight. 

There are still some quite unhappy lawmakers at the Capitol. 
But barring a last minute upset this week, the compromises are fairly 
firm. 

The apparent peace and harmony theme partly reflects Gov- 
ernor Harrison's posture; the Governor wants to keep the waters 
cahn, even if the James River isnl deepened for a wbJU. 

Also there** much essential but less controversial work to 
be done. Well over 1,000 bills have been introduced, and scores 
more came in on Monday, the last day for new bills. Hundreds of 
them are still before committees, or awaiting action on the House 
and Senate calendars. 

In any event, as the Assemblymen came back from the week- 
end, the James River dredging compromise looked like this: 

1) The existing law, which gives the Commission of Fisheries 
a veto power over all dredging in the James River, will be 

— — ^- — — a.— -1 

2) An appropriation of $300,000 will be made for research 
on the ailing oyster and shellfish industry. Whether this money 
will be used for construction of a hydraulic model to study the 
effects of dredging a deeper channel on the world famous seed 
oyster beds would be up to the Commission. 

3) Nothing will be done now about the proposed 40 million 
dollar federal dredging project — to deepen the 25-foot channel 
to 35 feet from Richmond to Hampton Roads. But after August 
1, 1967, the Governor will make new recommendations to a 
regular or special session of the Assembly. 

4) The General Assembly then will make a final decision, with 
the proviso that if no action is taken by either House of the 
Assembly, this would be deemed as affirmative consent. The 
idea is to prevent any committee from blocking the dredging, 

1 , if* legislative majority wanted it done. 
' The compromise appeared to substantially favor the Tidewater 
legislators, who fear the dredging might destroy the /oyster beds. 
Federal authorization for the project expires in October, 1957. 

But the House Committee on the Chesapeake and its Tribu- 
taries, dominated by Tidewater delegates, were in a good bargaining 
position. Proponents of the dredging plan insist, however, the delay 
at the state level need not necessarily be fatal; better a delay than 
an outright defeat. 

State approval is necessary before the federal project can 
proceed. Republican Alaeiebjyme* nwmptiy announced they wffl

Meanwhile decision time had arrived on Governor Harrison's 
r*roposed 1,6 billion dollar 1964-66 state budget House Appropri- 
ations Committee Chairman Howard H. Adams and the eight senior 
members of the committee Saturday began the task of rewriting it. 

Adams hopes to have the revised budget bUJ before the House 
late this week. The general fund budget, $652,316,805 as recom- 
mended bv the Governor, is likely to be about 10 million dollars 
higher in the foal bill. Much of the additional money will have to go 
to me state colleges, beset by rapidly rising eorolhnente. 

These were the big issues in the General Assembly mis week. 
There art scores lesser ones, most of them equally or more important 
to individual Assemblymen and their constitutehts back home. 

A $600 Increase in the basic salaries of division school super- 
intendents (of which the state pays 60 per cent), was proposed. The 
House approved it and sent it to the Senate. 

Measures to create a Department of Technical Education for a 
broadened state-local vocational-technical training program have 
been approved bv the House and are pending in the Senate Educa- 
tion Corrnnkte%Their outlook f or passage is good. 

A proposM fcvnton of the%ate Sepotemental Retirement 
System rules tolwroit school teachers and otter members to retire 
at age 60— instead of 65— without toss of retirement benefits, was 
approved bv the House and sent to the Senate. Thirty Tears services 
would still be required.

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BROILING SIMPLIFIES SERVIN6 DFLIOOUS FOOBS 

Homemakers searching for simr^e-tc^prejpare but highly de- 
licious foods should make more use of the broilers on their kitchen 
The broiler performs culinary magic merely by applying 



heat to quality foods— meal, poultry, fish, and even 



fruits 



In an an whan figure streamlining is the goal of many but 
achieved by few, the kitchen range broiler can be a friend of the 
overweight. This is true because much of the fat in broiled meats 
and poultry drips off into the pan beneath the broiler grid. 

Broiled foods ere tune-savers as it isn't necessary to spend a 
lot of wee preparieg fancy sauces end thick gravies for them. A 
little seasoning at the table is usually all feat's needed. Some people 
also like a dab of butter on a steak, or a whisper of garlic. 

Steak cuts best suited for broiling include porterhouse, club, 
T-bonc, sirloin, and rib. The tenderloin portion of a porterhouse^ 
steak is sometimes removed and prepared as fuct mignon. 

Round steak is not as tender as those mentioned above, but k 
is more economical. For broiling, select eye or top round in either 
prime, choice, or sped grades. The lower grades of top round and 
the bottom round in any grade are fine for such dishes as Swiss steak. 

While hamburger isn't in the same class with porterhouse steak, 
it outranks many other food items as an American favorite— espe- 
cially when broiled. 

Steaks should not be less than an inch thick and preferably an 
inch and a half or two inches thick. A thick steak is not e^mvagant 
since it is more juicy and delicious than a thin piece of meat, and 
it yields men portions. 

If steaks must be frozen because of storage or keeping prob- 
lems, they should be allowed to return to room temperature before 
broiling. Excess at may he trinuned, but leave about oiw-eighth 
in around the edge. The edges should be slashed every few inches 
to prevent curling while broiling. 

It's best to foBow fee manufacturer's instructions for range 
operation on how long to broil. Remember too feat every piece of 
meat is different. It's a good idea to watch fee progress of foods 
while they are broiling. A homemaker can teat a steak for doneness 
by cutting a small gash close to the bone and nothing the color of 
the meat

Nutria were brought to this 
country around the turn of the 
cenlury by fur ranchers who ex- 
pected easy profits from the ani- 
mal's pelts. But the fur of farm- 
raised nutria brought poor re- 



ftelstead says he's never tested 
nutria and "would rather eat a 
snake," but many a hunter has 
en joyed toe meat.

Info Released 



VIRGINIA BEACH — Results 
of a church survey conducted tost 
September by 3,500 members of 
various -Protestant denominations 
were made known last Saturday. 

The survey was conducted in 
Virginia Beach, Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth and Chesapeake. The 
sampling covered about 80 per 
cent of homes in aH areas. 

The following information on 
Virginia Beach was reported: 

The city has 46.9 per cent ac- 
tive church members who attend 
services at least once a month. 

Only 4.2 per cent seldom or 
never attend any church. 

People who have church mem- 
berships outside the city was 10.5 
per cent. 

People years of age or older 
with no church affiliation was 
10.2 per cent. 

Inactive children under who 
seldom or never attend church 
i activities was 7.5 per cent. 

Active children under 9 who 
attend church activities at least 
once a month was 20.2 per cent. 

The breakdown on denomina- 
tional strength— affiliation of all 
church members over years of 
age shows: Southern Baptist, 
28.6 per cent; Roman Catholic, 
18.5 per cent; Episcopalian, 6.4 
per cent; Lutheran, 5 per cent: 
Methodist, 18.8 per cent; and 
Presbyterian, 10.2 per cent.

BALD EAGLE NESTS 
IN SEASHORE PARK 

LYNNHAVEN— The American Bald Eagle, our national em- 
blem since 1782, has almost disappeared entirely but Sally Wright, 
a sophomore at Cox High School, knows where you can sec two of 
their nests in Seashore State Park. 

Sally, who reported on the vanishing species for a recent 
Biology project, says the nests are 



w'thln 200 yards of each other on 
the bank of White Lake, close to 
the shore of Broad Bay. 

As for the big birds themselves, 
Sally says three observations have 
been reported in the vicinity of 
the nests this year but it cannot 
be determined whether or not 
the eagles are still, nesting there. 

Federal fines of f 500 for kill- 
ing the birds hasn't stopped their 
decrease and the number of bald 
eagles on the North American 
continent is estimated at barely 
1000. 

Sally's report contains a num- 
ber of interesting facts. Eagles 
live wtth only one mete for an 
entire lifetime, according to Sally.

And they can spot their prey 
from as far as three miles away. 
Eagles in flight have been clocked 
at speeds up to 100 m.p.h. 

A leading theory for the dis- 
appearance of the birds blames 
the pesticides commonly used 
against mosquitoes. 

It is argued that the poisons 
are transmitted to the eagles 
through fish which are their 
most common prey. 

More important, Sally thinks, 
is the fact that civilization is 
claiming more and more of the 
remote areas where the birds 
nest. 

"Thirty to 40 years ago bald 
eagles were plentiful in the Vir- 
ginia Beach area," according to 
her report. "Even 10 years ago 
about 5 eagles made their home 
in this vicinity; now it may be 
doubtful that even one remains."

'64 FEED GRAM 
SIGNUP LAGS 



PRINCESS ANNE — During 
the first week of the 1964 Feed 
Grain Program sign-up, 16 per 
cent of the city's farmers had 
signed, Norman T. Beal, manager 
of the local Agriculture Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation office, has 
reported. 

Since February 10. when the 
program started, 87 farms have 
signed up. This figure represented 
16 per cent of the 550 farms with 
a Feed Grain base, he said. 

Last year 50 per cent of the 
farms participated in the 
program. 

The 87 farms signed up last 
week were contracted to divert 
1481 acres out of a total base of 
2403 acres. For this acreage, they 
will receive a total payment of

Ms Lent, and I'm sure you'll 
be planning tome tempting meals 
for the season. Why not a Vege- 
table Dinner for one of them? 

It may be your good hick to 
find, at your produce counter, 
some of the 44 to 46 million 
pound! of pole beam being grown 
during winter months about 25 
miles— *s the crow flies— from 
the luxury hotels of Florida's 
Miami Beach. 

Pole beans are celled that be- 
cause their vines need the support 
of poles as they climb, like bush 
beans they are eaten green, but 
grow luxuriantly to twice the 
length and diameter of the 
average snap bean. American In- 
dians used to cell pole beans 
"beans-walking." Bush beans 
were, with logic, called "beans- 
not-walking." 

White huge and powerful 
machinery is used in preparing 
the crushed porous limestone in 
which these beans thrive, pole 
beans require more hand labor 
than any other Florida-grown 
vegetable. "Sticking" the beans 
is one of the biggest chores since 
each of the ten to twelve 
thousand bean plants per acre re- 
quires tts own pole. White there 
are several ways of keeping beans 
on the uo-aitd-up, they usually 
climb 'teepees" of eight poles 
each which are tied together at 
the top. 

The cost of all this hand labor 
is not reflected in the per-pound 
cost of pole beans for it is possi- 
ble to get two or even three times 
as many pods from an acre of 
pole beans as from bush beans. 
it's a larger plant with a greater 
bearing capacity; they are picked 
.four times whereas bush beans 
I are picked only one or two times. 

Pole beans are very popular In 
southern markets and also in com- 
munities where there era many 
people of Kalian descent <In fact, 
pole beans are often celled 
'Italian beans.") Pole beans can 
be cooked to the crisp-tender 
stage in the same time required 
for the better-known bush beans 
but additional cooking time will 
not break apart pole beans, how- 
ever, even when cooked with a 
ham bone^outhern style, for sev- 
eral hours. Italian cooks, on the 
other hand, love their vegetables 
al denta, cooked as briefly as 
possible. 

All of which foes to 'how that 
you can do anything w '.h pole 
beans. Especially dV'-'-ntf are 
these recipes for Florida pole 
beans from the teat kttchns of the 
United Fresh Fruit end Vegetable 
Association. When pole beans 
aren't to be had, the usual fresh 
snap beans may be used instead.

It is better to duet 
the leaves before applying these 
products.

Economic! of FartiHzation 

Nineteen Virginia Beach farm- 
ers have Just completed a three 
day course in this subject. For 
those who didn't attend, here is 
something to "chew on" while 
you are deciding how much fer- 
tilizer to use on corn this year. 
Economic Principle* of 
Fortiiiier Use 

Economic principles associated 
with the use of fertilizer are die 
same as those for tha use of any 
input, whether R is land, labor, 
weed control chemicals or fertiliz- 
er. Simply stated, it will pay to 
add fertilizer as long m the added 
returns from Um fertilizer ex- 
ceed the added coat of the fer- 
tilizer .The amount of fertiliser 
which should be used to obtain 
greatest profit depends on ex- 
pected yield response, product 
prices expected, fertilizer costs, 
capital availability, leasing ar- 
rangements snd the degree of risk 
the farmer is in position to take. 
Yet, the basic principle, with mod- 
ifications, holds under all condi- 
tions. 

In thinking about the problem 
of choosing the best or optimum 
amount of fertilizer, the ides of 
a fertiliser response function is 
useful. The response function 
shows the relationship between 
the amount and kind of fertilizer 
snd the quantity of product 
expected. 

Choosing the Most Profitable 
Quantity of PertiUzer 

Fertilizer should be added aa 
long as the expected additional 
returns exceed the extra cost if 
profit is to be maximized. This 
means that, in addition to know- 
ing something shout the fertilizer 
response function, -the prices of 
the produce and the fertilizer are 
important. 

If corn is worth $1.00 per bush- 
el and fertilizer is worth 92.00 a 
bag, it would pay you to increase 
fertiliser as long as the 12.00 in- 
vested in fertilizer returns you

Ono Yaar Soybean Rotations 

An awful kit of questions arf 
coming in to us about this. In 
general, we do not recommend a 
one year rotation of loytsaaa. 
However, if you find yourself in 
this kind of situation, there are 
several things you must do. 

1. Soybeans do not respond to 
direct fertiliaztion. however, you 
cannot grow soybeans year after 
year without fertilizer. Therefore, 
on a one-year rotation of soy- 
beans, I would recommend 300 
to 400 pounds of 010-20 or 
0-14-14 per acre. 

2. This fertilized should be ap- 
plied aa soon as possible in order 
to obtain maximum benefit 

3. Watch your pH. Get it as 
close to 6.1 as possible. Don't go 
over this, At you probably will 
run into maganese deficiency. 

4. Consider a cover crop this 
fall and write for 1965 soybean 
crop report. 

5. Fertilize 1965 soybean crop 
by applying fertilizer on the cover 
crop.

MCWiOND — A reduction in 
the commutation toll for passen- 
ger vehicles using the Junes and 
York River bridges hat been 
recommended in • report to the 
Virginia Highway Commission. 

Consulting engineers, in their 

review of toll schedules on state- 
operated facilities in the Tide- 
water area, said the reduction, 
along with certain other changes, 
was the maximum feasible at this 
time. 

The engineers, De Leuw Cather 
and Co., and Wilbur Smith and 
Associates, were authorised last 
July to make the joint review 
of toll schedules on the James 
River Bridge System, the Hamp-' 
ton Roads Bridge-Tunnel, the 
Coleman Bridge and the Robert 
0. Norris Bridge. 

Revenue bends for each fa- 
cility between 1954 and 1963 
wow studied, the engineers 
reported. 

Copies of the report have been 
forwarded to the Highway Com- 
mission for study. The Commis- 
sion meets here February 13 at 
10 a.m. and is expected to discuss 
the matter. 

"The recommended reductions' 
and alterations in the toll struc- 
ture would still produce revenues 
sufficient to provide for the var- 
ious payments and reserves re- 
quired by the trust Indenture/' 
they reported. 

Under the recommendations a 
2Mkket book to be sold at the 
James and York River Bridges 
would be priced at $10, reducing 
the commutation cost per trip to 
40 cants from the present 5A 
cents on the James structure 
and to 40 cents from SO cents on 
the York (Coleman) bridge. 

The engineers further recom- 
mended: removial of tolls on the 
Nansemond River Bridge, cur- 
tailment of the special bridge- 
tunnel bus operation, continuation 



of a combination fare for . 
through the bridge4uenei and 
across C hesa p eake Bay after the 
new bay span replaces the fefriea 
this spring, and a reduction to 
commercial bus tout on the 
Hampton Roads Bridge-tunnel. 

Highway Commissioner Deaf* 
las B. rugate noted that during 
the period of the engmeeri* study 
action was taken to eliminate 
tolls on the Nansemond River 
Bridge and to curtail the Norfolk- 
Newport Newt tunnel but opera- 
tion. 



"Adoption of the 
lions would have yielded grot* 
revenues $438,000 less than ac- 
tually earned in the last fiscal 
year," the survey found. "Opera- 
ting costs of the tour facilities 
would have also been reduced by 
$88,000 indicating a net revenue 
reduction of 1947,000. 

However, nut revenues on the 
four facilities after deposits to 
the maintenance reserve fund in 
fiscal 1908 would have exceeded 
the $5,522,000 required by the 
tru* agreement by about $38,000 
"This," the engineers said, 
demonstrated that the maximum 
reduction in toll rates feasible 
at this time has been recom- 
mended." 

Looking ahead, the engineers 
said that when possible charges 
for Hampton Roads Bridge-Tun- 
nel passengers be reduced or 
eliminated and that the cash toll 
for penwp*' cart using the 
Jamas River Bridge be reduced 
to the level of tolls at the York 
and Rappahannock (Norris) 
bridges. 

The engineers concluded, how- 
ever, that any further adjust* 
ments in ton rates cannot, and 
should not, be considered for sev- 
eral years due to the "present 
delicate balance between reven- 
ues estimated at the time of fi- 
nancing and actual earnings."

Tax Extension 



AIL OF CITY 
TO PAY COST 
OF NEW DREDGE 

VIRGINIA BEACH— City Council voted Monday to extend 
to the entire city the restaurant and lodging taxes which in the pest 
have been collected in Virginia Beach Borough. The three percent 
tax on rooms and restaurants, and five percent tax on amusements, 
would defray the cost of new dredging operations. 
Council also voted: 



• To prohibit house-movers 
from transporting buildings into 
the city from outside its limits; 

• To deny Seaside Park per- 
mission to erect new rides on 
city-owned property; 

• To erect a traffic light at 
the intersection of Lawson Road 
and U.S. 13 in Bayside Borough. 

Dredge Expense 

The extension of taxes will be- 
come effective April 1 if approved 
on second reading. It is expected 
to produce an annual revenue of 
8128,000 to pay for the operation 
of a suction dredge throughout 
the city. 

The dredge will be purchased 
with 8200,000 appropriated op 
second reading earlier at the 
meeting. It is planned to use the 
dredge to keep Lynnhaven Inlet 
open to small boat traffic, for 
widening drainage canals, and 
other uses throughout the city. 



Council approved toe moving 
of six houses from Norfolk to Vir- 
gtoia Beach but vo te d to d e ny 
permits for such moves in the 
future. The six houses ere to be 
moved by BeWen Little, owner 
of Big John House Movers. 

Councilmen Swindell Pollack 
and Edward T. Caton, m, indi- 
cated that such houses might not 
meet Virginia Beach standards of 
building and safety requirements. 

Little told council that although 
toe houses are not inspected by 
Norfolk, "we are femJMar with 
toe requirements and meet them." 

"We dont propose to move any 
shacks down here," little said. 

According to Little, the houses 
which are being moved to make 
way for Interstate 84 ere better 
homes than those which they are 
replacing in Virginia Beach. 

Pol- 
lock said of the houses, i just 
don't want them in Kempsville 
Borough." 

Council voted eight-to-one 
against the house moves on a mo- 
tion by Lynnhaven councilman 
James Darden The single dissent-

City Manager W. Russell Hat- 
chett read a letter from Dudley 
Cooper, president of Seaside Park 
asking council to allow the amuse- 
ment park to erect new rides en 
city property near the boardwalk. 

Council voted unanimously 
against the request. 

Safety Bureau Chief Reeves 
Johnson said accidents were oc- 
curring constantly at Lawson 
Read and highway 13 due to toe 
large amount of turning traffic at 
the intersection. Council approved 
the installation of a traffic signal 
whjch Johnson estimated , would 
cost about 88,000. Cost of the 
signal will come from the bud- 
get's Bayside Improvement Fund.

YOUTH FOLLOWS MIDDLE AGE 
There is still another ceestderation that militates for ustog 
business stimulants at this time as aggressively as the Administration 
suggests. Some years ago when Martin Gainsbrugh of the National 
Industrial Conference Board coined the term "the middle years," 
he was pointing toward the llkelaV>od of slower growth beginning 
in the mid-fifties as the result of the latiafaction of aboormaHy high 
postwar deinand. these middle years are drawing to a close and 
once again we find ourselves at the dawn of a period when endoge- 
nous conditions favor more rapid rates of advance. The impending 
changes ia out economic habitat are primarily of demographic na- 
ture, the relative faster growth of rhe two age brackets most impor- 
tant for the economy: the 18 to 25 year olds wno foufld families and 
form households and the 25 to 45" year okb who are in the prime 
form households and the 25 to 45 year okls who are in the mrime 
of their wage earning ability. Now, population grow* per se u not 
yet the decisive factor; if it were so India and China would be the 
moat ptweroos nations on earth. Here, too, poverty breeds poverty 
and wealth begets wealth. Thus it » of singular importance that we 
cross the threshold of relative faster growth of the two most signifi- 
cant age brackets (from an economic point of view) in a setting of 
rising income levels, ample job opportunities, and strong investment, 
and if we succeed in creating these conditions, the impact of our 
imparting new velocity to the economy could be greater and more 
lasting than would have been the case only a few years ago when the 
climate for action was less propitious. 

EQUlTletfc MEADS OR TAILS 

Oddly enough, it is possible at this time to make a case for 
equities almost rfegardless of whether things go right or wrong. TH* 
is not tantamount to sayiag that there could not be periods of hesi- 
tation, irregularity or even weakness in the stock market or that 
all common stftats ate adjatt* «e**fvtog of consideration, and our 
statement need* further clarificatioo. II everything works out just 
right, w* could se* rapid advances in the economy extending not 
only weU into 1965, but with no more than an occasional mUd cor- 
rection through the rest of this decade. And if things go wrong? Since 
we have dismissed as unlikely the possibUtty that the massive Injec- 
tion oC wrcaaeipg pow«r through the uu cut could fiak.oui before 
having induced a spending spree, what could go awry is that an 
overheating of the economy would create severe Imbalances to costs, 
prices,* credit extension, inventory accumulation or capital investment 
that would necessitate painful readjustments. Thus whether things 
go right or wrong, business news should be better, and probably a 
tot better, before it gets worse. But dearly what we should aim for 
in the national Irrterest add what b needed to justify our attitude to 
equities on an investment and not only oa a trading basis, is the 
orderly extended progress which would permit realization of the fuj 
potential of the next several years. In a subsequent issue we shaft 
discuss the mechanisms at our disposal to assure such orderly prog- 
ress as well as the early warning systems which might teU us when 
things become too good to be true.

VIRGINIA BEACH — Library 
users who don't return overdue 
books can be fined »s much as

This 
emphatically is not a case in which local 
political figures are rewarded with juicy 
plums in the form of legal fees. It is rather 
a situation in which men accustomed to tht 
public service are drafted openly, in tht 
full public view of a condemnation pro- 
ceeding, to perform additional public 
service. 

We can understand that many readers, 
unfamiliar with court proceedings In which 
the State itself 1$ a party, may gain a wrong- 
ful impression. There may be times, wr 
suppose, when local condemnation pre 
ceedings take On the appearance of politi* 
cal contests between an influential attorney 
retained by the State, and an influential at- 
torney retained by the landowner. This 
impression may be dispelled when all thf 
facts are known. 

The principal shortcomings in the State'i 
acquisition of right-of-way, we suspect, are 
not to be found in the system by which 
local counter is retained. They are rather 
to be found in the inflexibility of the State's 
procedures, by which too little room 1s ief 
for advantageous horse-trading. This wa« 
the comment of the professional consult 
ahts recently retained by the Stone Com- 
mission. 

Other aspects of the department's oper- 
ations merit far more public attention rhar 
this small matter of local counsel. The form- 
ula by which construction fundi are allo- 
cated is of vastly more importance. The 
necessity for internal reorflenitttten of tht 
department is far more imperative. 

The right-of-way policy certainly should 
be restudied in the light of the GAO's f*> 
port. If it can be shown that the Virginia 
system is more cosily, and less efficient, 
man the system employed by other States, 
then it should be abandoned, lut we 
strongly suspect that in a State as large ai 
Virginia, with the third largest network of 
#te-miintatned roads in the nation, the 
practice of retaining local counsel may be 
altogether sound,

In some cases the time required 
to get this consent is more than 
the maximum three hours time 
allowed to transplant the cornea. 
He urged members of the club to 
use whatever influence possible 
to help pass this bill. 

The Bayside Lions Club voted 
to authorize the secretary to 
send telegrams to members of 
the General Assembly endorsing 
the Tissue Enabling Bill.

"Most pedestrians place too 
much of the responsibility for 
their own protection upon mech- 
anical signals and road signs," 
warns Frank Cox, local director 
of Tidwator Automobile Associa- 
tion.

Kopmeyer, President 
of the Rice Consumer Service 
said, and I quote, "If the Com- 
munists, by aggression or politi- 
cal revolution, gain control of the 
rice producing areas of Asia, 
they will control the primary 
food supply and thereby com- 
pletely dominate half the world."

The most im- 
portant thing to the majority of 
the people of Asia is not Democra- 
cy, not Communism, not any po- 
litical ideology— but food, which 
means life itself. And in most of 
Asia, food is rice. 

The Communist leaders know 
this and the Western World had 
better learn it. 

At what period it was intro- 
duced in the United States is not 
definitely known, but one ac- 



count states that it was grown in 
Virginia as early at 1047. An- 
other account states that it was 
grown in a garden in Charleston, 
South Carolina, from seeds 
brought from the Island of Mada- 
gascar, near the close of the 
seventeenth century.

little commercial production in 
Mississippi, Missouri and South
